Samoset introduced the colonists to Massasoit. chief of 
the Plymouth area. With Squanto acting as interpreter, the 
chief and the Pilgrims concluded a treaty of friendship that 
lasted until Massasoit died in 1661. 
Meanwhile Squanto went to live with the colonists, teach­ 
ing them how to plant corn, pumpkins and beans and showing 
them where to fish. 
That year the Pilgrims had a bountiful harvest and Gov­ 
ernor William Bradford declared the celebration that became 
the first Thanksgiving.

THE HUB CAP RACKET 
A racket that affect? most sec­ 
tions of the country, if not all. is 
made up of the theft of automobile 
hub caps. These accessories are not 
inexpensive, to say the least of it, 
and the removal of them is not 
realh difficult. There are no exact 
figures on what the racket costs, 
but it is not a sm all sum . 
In 
Pennsylvania, 
for example, 
the executive director of the Chiefs 
of Police Association, estim ates 
that $2,500 worth of hub caps are 
stolen each week. The offense is 
aggravated by the tim e, trouble 
and annoyance caused car owners 
and the officers of the law 
Pennsylvania State Police have 
lately entered the fight against the 
racket and have arranged for 500 
gasoline stations to stencil the own­ 
e r’s license num ber on the hub 
caps. The service is free and will 
m ake it useless for anyone to say 
he did not know the caps were 
stolen w hen they are so m arked. 
In any case, we believe, car ow n­ 
ers are advised to have distingiudi- 
ing m arks place on their huh caps, 
for otherwise it is alm ost impossi­ 
ble to identify any that may be 
stolen. Another device that is being 
applied here and elsew here is to 
put heavy penalties on any dealer 
in accessories who is found with 
stolen caps. 
There are people who will steal 
anything that is either loose or 
can be pried loose and hub caps 
fail into the latter category. Car 
owners have a m easure of respon­ 
sibility to help break up the racket, 
which they will do when they do 
what they can to protect them­ 
selves against loss.

Two trends in the dairj business 
bave been oecuring; l) Milk cow 
numbers in the United States as 
well as in M issouri have been de­ 
clining;

1961. There is evidence to believe 
that the trend in declining cow 
numbers may be about ready to 
“level off *’ 
Herds containing 
20 o’ 
more 
cow’s are on the increase in Mis­ 
souri according to 1959 Census fi­ 
gures. What should be herd size 
for a profitable dairy operation? 
This is a question that will need to 
be answered by each 
individual 
dairyman. There is no set answer 
that will cover all cases. 
Thiry to forty dairy cows, in a 
well-managed operation, are pro­ 
viding as high a return to laboi 
per cow as larger size operations 
Dairymen considering the ques­ 
tion of increasing herd size on their 
farms will want to consider the 
following questions for their opera­ 
tion:

ORDER TREES AND 
SHRUBS NOW 
The application blanks for order­ 
ing trees and shrub seedlings are 
now 
available 
at 
your 
county 
agent’s office. If you intend to do 
some tree planting next spring, it 
will pay to place your order early 
because, as many have learned 
from experience, supplies of seed­ 
lings of some species are exhaust­ 
ed early in the season. Orders are 
given priority 
according 
to the 
date upon which they are receiv­ 
ed. 
“Before you Order Seedlings” is 
the title of University of Missouri 
Folder Number 90. It was prepar­ 
ed to help you and your neighbors 
select the proper species of trees 
and shrubs for planting in your 
part of the state. It contains a 
map, a discussion of each plant­ 
ing area in the state, and a chart 
showing the uses of the various 
species. 
D ie weather and other factors 
may cause the loss of trees in 
plantations, but quite often such 
losses are due to poor choicr of 
species for the soil and climatic 
conditions 
where 
seedlings 
are 
planted, our county agent will 
have a copy of folder 90 for you 
when you go to his office to order 
seedlings. 
The Missouri Conservation Com­ 
mission grows the planting stock 
which is distributed through this 
eooperative program. They have 
approximately 14 million 
plants 
available for farm planting next 
spring. There is a good supply of 
short leaf pine, which is the best 
species for extensive planting in 
southern Missouri. There are one 
and one-half million 
Scotch 
and 
jack pines, which are used prim­ 
arily for Christmas trees and wind­ 
breaks. In addition, there are red 
cedar, black walnut, cottonwood, 
multiflora rose and several other 
species which have been planted 
successfully in Missouri for many 
years. 
Seedlings of any of these species 
ean be purchased by any landown­ 
er in the 
state. 
However, they 
must be used for forestry or wild­ 
life plantings. They cannot be used 
for shade trees or ornamental pur. 
poses. 
Fall planting of small trees is 
not 
recommended 
in 
Missouri 
Therefore, no 
seedlings 
will 
be 
shipped until the proper time for 
planting in your 
section of the 
state next spring. 
The prices for trees and shrub 
seedlings vary from five to fifteen 
dollars per thousand delivered to 
your county.

and buying a good supply of shell* 
to make ready for some happy 
hunting trips, but there are a few 
of you that will not be making 
the same preparations a year from 
now. Some of you are not going to 
return from th(. well planned trips 
into our beautiful hunting areas 
Whv? Because of just one word. 
CARELESSNESS. 
“This year, at our house, there 
are no hunting preparations being 
made. We have only memories and 
hearts that are full of sadness be­ 
cause of a careless moment that 
took the life of our wonderful 16- 
yeear-old son. All our plans and 
hopes for our son were snuffed Out 
because his hunting friend didn’t 
have the safety on his gun and 
was loading his gun pointed at our 
boy’s back at a distance of 18 
inches. He was bending over put­ 
ting on his boots, unawware of the 
gun in his back. His friend’s gurt 
had a hair trigger and it went off 
as he was loading it. The shelll 
went into our boy’s buttocks and 
tore his lower abdomen to bits. 
Have any of you hunters seen 
what 50 pellets and wadding can 
do to the human body? It’s unbe­ 
lievable. 
“Our son lived to get to the hos­ 
pital, where he went under sur­ 
gery for eight hours. It was noth­ 
ing short of a miracle of God’s 
that he came out alive. He lived 
25 days, fighting the infection that 
a shot gun leaves, but despite all 
the wonder drugs and prayers he 
lost his fight. 
“We only wish each one of you 
could have paid him a visit and 
seen with your eyes what a care­ 
less moment did. Even if he had 
lived he would not have had the 
use of his right leg. 
“We have always 
thought 
of 
hunting as a good, clean sport and 
still do. Ron had hunted wit hhis 
father since he was 13 years old. 
We were quite happy with his pro­ 
per respect for a gun. This duck 
hunting trip was his first trip with­ 
out his father. 
“We don’t believe there are hap­ 
pier moments between father and 
son than there are when they are 
sharing the beauty of our north­ 
west mountains and lakes. 
But 
they are becoming more danger- 
thev are becoming more dangerous 
each year. Why? Because we are 
not using that brain that God creat­ 
ed us w'ith. It is not just the young 
and inexperienced, but old timers 
that have hunted for years that 
are being killed so senselessly. 
“Our game wardenss cannot pa­ 
trol 
the vast hunting area like 
our highways are being patroled, 
so it comes down to each man that 
carries a gun to keep down the 
rising toll of hunting accidents. 
“We are ex-hunters now. The joy 
of hunting 'has left us. There will 
never be another fall we don’t re­ 
live the fall of 1958. We are sure 
of one thing: there are no guns

i he clothing shopper of today is 
laced with problems .«ho has never 
had before. New fabrics are con­ 
stantly appearing in the sotres. 
Three, recently making their de­ 
but on the fabric counters, were 
the stretch fabric, lam inated foams 
and the new pile and furlike fab­ 
rics. 
Probbaly the liveliest story in fab. 
rics is in the woven stretch fab­ 
ric. 
This fabric is a textured synthe­ 
tic filam ent yarn combined with 
other man made fiber. They should 
not be confused with stretch knits. 
Three ty pes of woven stretch fa 
brics and their probable best use 
for making today clothes include, 
1. Warp stretch — The stretch 
yarn is the length wise stretch and 
used for slacks and pants. 
2. Woof stretch — The stretch 
yarn is the cross wise yarns and 
used in sports w ear skirts, jacket 
and blouses, 
3. Two way stretch — Both leng 
fhwi e and crosswise yarns stretcn. 
These fabrics used in bathing suits 
and girdles. 
Lam inated fabric is an im portant 
but not a m iracle fabric-lam inat 
ed fabrics are m ade by a flexible 
m ulticellur foam bonded directly 
to a knit or woven fabric. 
Fabric-foamed lam inated m ater­ 
ials are used in men coats, rain ­ 
coats, and zipper jackets, women 
raincoats, and car coats. 
Pile fabrics are not 
too new’ 
in fact, we are all fam iliar with 
and brushed wool and the newer 
“ fake fur” fabric of synthetic fi­ 
bers. 
The new appearance of the deep 
pile fabrics in Che yard good de­ 
partm ent store has brought great 
attention to the new fabrics. The 
backing yarns of the pile fabric is 
often cotton, acetate or a com bina­ 
tion of the two. The m ajor use of

Corn was grown under a pro­ 
gram this year which offered grow­ 
ers payments and increased price 
supports for reducing acreages at 
least 20 per cent. The purpose of 
the program is to reduce a surplus 
of feed grains. 
The soybean crop was estim at­ 
ed at 700,835,000 bushels compared 
with 710,475,000 indicated a month 
ago. Production was558 ,771,000 last 
year and 391,162,000 for the 10-year 
average. The government had en­ 
couraged an increase in production 
to meet rising demands for vege­ 
table oils.

Last week I suggested roasting 
the turkey, uncovered, in a shal­ 
low pan bn a V-rack, at 325 degrees 
F. To keep the bird from drying 
out. 1 
-uggested draping a fat- 
moistened cheese cloth over the 
bird 
And to have him done, to 
just right 
perfection — using 
a 
m eat therm om eter.( Therm om eter 
placed .n thickest p art of thigh, 
should register 190 degrees F. when 
turkey is done.! 
Since last week, several home­ 
m akers have asked whether the 
“ foil” method of cooking turkey 
wouldn't be quicker 
and better. 
Weil, it would be quicker. Whether 
it would be better or not is a m at­ 
ter of personal preference. Turkey, 
cooked at a slow tem perature, un­ 
covered, has a delightful “roast 
turkey” flavor. This is somewhat 
lost when the bird is steam ed, un­ 
der wrap or cover. 
But for those interested in cut­ 
ting down on the cooking time — 
here’s the “foil” m ethod: 
Place trussed turkey in the cen­ 
ter of an eighteen inch wide sheet 
of heavy duty alum inum foil. Pad 
sharp bone ends, and trussing pins 
with folds of foil. B rush bird with 
j softened 
m argarine 
or 
butter. 
Bring two opposite ends of foil up 
over bird and overlay three to four 
inches. Close over 2 ends by fold­ 
ing foil up about th ree inches to 
hold drippings. Dont use more foil 
than necessary to cover bird and 
son’t seal airtight. (D on't stuff the 
turkey. Bake stuffing separately.) 
Place the w rapped turkey in a 
shallow roasting pan. bake at 450 
degrees F. Half w ay thru roasting 
tim e, open foil and look at turkey 
Should look m oist and puffed, but 
not brown. Open foil again twenty 
minutes 
before end of roasting 
time. Insert m eat therm om eter in 
thickest part of thigh. Fold foil 
back, so turkey can brown. Baste 
once <>r twice with drippings. When 
turkey is golden brow n, thigh joints 
move easily, and the m eat ther- 
m om etr registers 190 degrees F. 
the turkey is done. 
By this method, 7-9 lb. turkey 
needs about 2Li to 2t£ hours cook­ 
ing time; 10-13 lb. about 2 3-4 to 3 
hours; 14-17 lb. 
about 3 to 3*4 
hours; 18-21 lb. 
about 3V4 to 3‘£ 
hours; 22-24 lb. about 3tfe to 3 3-4 
hours. Or, about half the cooking 
tim e required in the lower temper­ 
ature method.

Seventy-five senior nigh students 
missed live or more days during 
toe first quarter of scnoot. Thirty- 
three of these students nave grades 
mat rank them in tne lower tourth 
of their class. Thirty-eight of these 
students nave grades that rank 
them in the middle third of their 
class. Only four students rn the 
upper tourth of tneir class have j break up with me.

A NEW ERA IN FABRICS 
The clothing shopper oi today is 
faced with problems she has never 
had before. New fabric? are con­ 
stantly appearing in the sotres. 
Three, recently making their de­ 
but on the fabric counters, were 
the stretch fabric, laminated foams 
and the new pile and furlike fab­ 
rics. 
Probbaly the liveliest story in fab­ 
rics is in the woven stretch fab­ 
ric. 
This fabric is a textured synthe­ 
tic filament yarn combined with 
other man made fiber. They should 
not be confused with stretch knits. 
Three types of woven stretch fa 
bries and their probable best use 
for making today clothes include, 
1. Warp stretch — The stretch 
yarn is the length wise stretch and 
used for slacks and pants. 
2. Wcxif stretch — The stretch 
yarn is the cross wise yarns and 
used in sports wear skirts, jacket 
and blouses. 
3. Two way stretch — Both leng 
thwise and crosswise yarns stretcn. 
These fabrics used in bathing suits 
and girdles. 
Laminated fabric is an important 
but not a miracle fabric-laminat 
ed fabrics are made by a flexible 
multicellur foam bonded directly 
to a knit or woven fabric. 
Fabric-foamed laminated mater­ 
ials are used in men coats, rain­ 
coats, and zipper jackets, women 
raincoats, and car coats. 
Pile fabrics are not too new 
in fact, we are til familiar with 
and brushed wool and the newer 
“fake fur” fabric of synthetic fi­ 
bers. 
The new appearance of the deep 
pile fabrics in the yard good de­ 
partment store has brought great 
attention to the new fabrics. Tho 
backing yarns of the pile fabric Is 
often cotton, acetate or a combina­ 
tion of the two. The major u#e of 
the fabric is for coats, jackets, 
linings, trimmings and accesso. 
ries, 
AU these have brought some pro­ 
blems in construction. Generally 
speaking they require simple pit 
tern and special machine stretch­ 
ing instructions. 
They truly have brought about 
a New Era in Fabrics. 


3.5 Billion 
Bushel Corn 
Crop Is Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Ag- 
riculture Department has estimat­ 
ed this year’s production of corn 
for grain at 3,546.813,000 bushels. 
This figure is 21,385,000 bushels 
more than the 3.527,428,000 bushels 
forecast a month ago. It compares 
with 3,891,212,000 last year and 3,- 
013,797.000 for the 10-year — 1950- 
59 - average. 
Corn was grown under a pro­ 
gram this year which offered grow­ 
ers payments and increased price 
supports for reducing acreages at 
least 20 per cent. The purpose of 
the program is to reduce a surplus 
of feed grains. 
The soybean crop was estimat­ 
ed at 700,835,000 bushels compared 
with 710,475,000 indicated a month 
ago. Production was558 ,771,000 last 
year and 391,162,000 for the 10-year 
average. The government had en­ 
couraged an increase in production 
to meet rising demands for vege­ 
table oils.

Through November 13 the USD A 
Cotton Classing Office in Hayti had 
classified 309.821 bales of 1961 crop 
cotton for Missouri 
farmers, ac­ 
cording to R. O. Slav, Officer In 
charge. This is about 80 percent of 
the indicated crop. Production in 
Missouri, based on condition of 
November I, was forecast bv the 
Crop Reporting Boadd at ^80000 
(500 pound gross weight) bares. 
Cotton classed last week was 
lower 
in grade 
and shorter 
in 
staple than in any preceding week 
this season. White Middling and 
above grades accounted for 27 per­ 
cent, Strict Low Middling 32 per­ 
cent, Low Middling Plus 4 percent, 
and Low Middling 8 percnet of the 
samples classed during the week. 
Twentv-six percent was classed 
Light Spotted. The average staple 
length was 33.9 thirty-seconds in­ 
ches. 
This compares 
with 34.2 
thirty-seconds inches for the sea­ 
son through last week. 
Spot cotton buying in South Cen­ 
tral Area country markets was 
heavy. Farmers sold freely when 
prices were equal or above loan 
levels; however, producers in some 
sections were * eported placing Mid­ 
dling cotton in Commodity Credit 
Corporation's loan. Demand for M 
riling and lower grades continued 
strong, Domestic mill purchases 
were heavier than a week earlier, 
and foreign mill buying was about 
unchanged.

by 
farmers from ginners for cotton­ 
seed in wagon lots continued to 
range generally from $50 to $54 per 
ton. Ginnings through October 31 
amounted to 67 percent of the in­ 
dicated crop in the South Central 
Area according to the November 
I estimate.

Thanksgiving turkey, must surely 
j be confused. Every experienced 
homemaker she asks, will tell her 
a different way to cook the bird. 
Last week I suggested roasting 
the turkey, uncovered, in a shal­ 
low pan bn a V-rack, at 325 degrees 
F. To keep the bird from drying 
out, I suggested draping a fat- 
moistened cheese cloth over the 
bird 
And to have him done, to 
just right 
perfection — using 
a 
meat thermometer.( Thermometer 
placed rn thickest part of thigh, 
should register 190 degrees F. when 
turkey is done.) 
Since last week, several home­ 
makers have asked whether the 
•’foil” method of cooking turkey 
wouldn't be quicker and better. 
Well, it would be quicker. Whether 
1 it would be better or not is a mat- 
ter of personal preference. Turkey, 
cooked at a slow temperature, un­ 
covered, has a delightful “roast 
turkey” flavor. This is somewhat 
lost when the bird is steamed, un­ 
der wrap or cover. 
But for those interested in cut­ 
ting down on the cooking time — 
here’s the “foil” method: 
Place trussed turkey in the cen­ 
ter of an eighteen inch w ide sheet 
of heavy duty aluminum foil. Pad 
sharp bone ends, and trussing pins 
with folds of foil. Brush bird with 
} softened 
margarine or 
butter. 
Bring two opposite ends of foil up 
over bird and overlay three to four 
inches. Close over 2 ends by fold­ 
ing foil up about three inches to 
hold drippings. Dont use more foil 
than necessary to cover bird and 
son’t seal airtight. (Don’t stuff the 
turkey. Bake stuffing separately.) 
Place the wrapped turkey in a 
shallow roasting pan. bake at 450 
degrees F. Half way thru roasting 
time, open foil and look at turkey. 
' Should look moist and puffed, but 
not brown. Open foil again twenty- 
minutes 
before end of roasting 
time. Insert meat thermometer in 
thickest part of thigh. Fold foil 
back, so turkey can brown. Baste 
once or twice with drippings. When 
turkey is golden brown, thigh joints 
1 move easily, and the meat ther- 
mometr registers 190 degrees F. 
the turkey is done. 
By this method, 7-9 lb. turkey 
needs about 2% to 2H hours cook­ 
ing time: 10-13 lb. about 2 3-4 to 3 
J hours; 14-17 lb. about 3 to 3*4 
hours; 18-21 lb. 
about 3V* to 3Vi 
hours; 22-24 lb. about 3^ to 3 3-4 
hours. Or, about half the cooking 
time required in the lower temper­ 
ature method.

Rayburn, who was a politician 
and not a philosopher, once told

s t o u p of women: “ It doesn’t 
make any difference how much 
sense you’ve got if you don't have

It could have been put another 
way. To be a good man in public 
life is not enough for the good of 
the country. A man also ha-? to 
be effective, a word with many 
faces. 
When a country’ gets in its gov­ 
ernment those two qualities com­ 
bined rn one individual, it’s lucky. 
This countrv was lucky in having 
Sam Rayburn, who died Thursday 
in Congress since 1913 and as 
House speaker twice as tong as 
anvone else. 
By good is meant here a m an’s 
concern and effort and his use of 
power for the general welfare and 
not lust for his own individual 
benefit or self-glorification. 
Under these terms Rayburn wa- 
a good man. He was dedicated to 
the general welfare although he 
used strong, firms when he told 
tom e newcomers to Congress: 
“ Keep in mind that you have { 
two 
constituencies: 
The 
people I 
who sent you here and the col­ 
leagues 
with 
whom 
you 
must 
aerve .** 
In Congress there a*e. and have 
been, 
some 
tremendously 
good 
men and women who achieved 
far less than might be expected 
of them because thev were inef­ 
fective for reasons like these. 
Thev were too emotional in a 
place where emotion is amazingly 
unpersuasive: or too far ahead or 
behind the mood of their col­ 
leagues: or too rigid to compro­ 
mise where 
as unpleasant as ii 
■nay seem to *ome. little can be 
done without it. 
For * man to be effective in 
the House—and ihere effectiveness 
means getting a majority of the 
other 43d members to go along 
with him—he has to be a com­ 
pound of manx* things. And Ray­ 
burn. as speaker, was a com­ 
pound 
He had to be as realistic in ap­ 
praising his chances on getting 
the members to do what he want­ 


ed: he had to be fair, so that he 
was trusted: he had to be consid­ 
erate. to make a minimum of 
enemies: he had to use his tre­ 
mendous power decently and not 
arrogantly or arbitrarily 
These were all ingredients in 
being persuasive.

He had more power then any 
one man in the House.
